ters announced. 


San Giovanni, on the southern 


edge of the Liri valley and four 
miles south of Ceprano, also was 
captured. 


The capture of Cori, 6Vi miles 


northeast of Cistcn.i; severed the 
last enemy communications in the 
direction of Calmonlone for any 
German troops remaining in ' the 
vicinity of _ the Pontine marshes 
and placed the Fifth Army within 
eight miles of the Via Casilina 
(highway 6), 
the route 
which 


serves the enemy fighting in the 
Liri valley. 


Tan Out Swiftly 


Fanning out swiftly from Uie 


former Anzio beachhead area, now 
linked to the main front, Fifth 
Army troops captured Cisterna in 
heavy fighting and plunged for- 
ward more than three miles, .cut- 
ting two important roads leading 
northward and northeastward. 


On the north, the Eighth Army 


captured Aquino .and Picdmonte. 
the last remaining strongpoints of 
the enemy's once-vaunted Hitler 
Line, and Canadian troops won a 
bridgehead across the Mclfa river.

We have a chance 
to sec something of Paul's weak- 
ness as well as his strength. We 
find him at times not quite sure 
of himslef. or of the truth con- 
cerning 
some 
situation. 
He 


makes it plain in such cases that 
he is just giving his opinion, and 
is not expressing a decree of the 
Lord; but at other times he is so 
certain of his ground that 
he 


spc'aks with authority, believing 
that 
he 
is speaking with the 


voice 
of 
the Lord. 
At 
some 


points, as m some of Paul's icf- 
eiences to women, modern read- 
ers have been inclined to think 
that 
Paul might have been ex- 


pressing his own opinions. 


But in the mam Paul reveals 


himself as a wise counselor, and 
except in matters in which cus- 
toms 
have 
changed 
with 
the 


world's progress, or to 
put 
it 


more correctly, in which Christi- 
anity 
has brought about prog- 


ress, as m the elevation of wom- 
en to an equal status with men. 
Christian 
experience 
confirms 


Paul's judgment. It is as true as 
it was in Paul's time, that cor- 
uipt living and sexual immoral- 
ity brings unhappincss and tiage- 
dy apart from their destruction of 
the soul itself. - 


Paul found it necessary to re- 


buke immorality very sharply on 
the part of some in the Corin- 
thian church. 
He spoke plainly 


about 
the 
divisions 
that 
had 


arisen, and about the intolerance 
of some. 
He found it necessary 


to defend himself 
and his min- 
istry 
against 
some 
who were 


critical of him — though perhaps 
it wasn't as necessary as Paul 
thought; that he 
should 
have 


been so sensitive vas possibly a 
weakness in a great man. 


But in the main Paul's concern 


was not about' himself; lie was 
concerned about the 'purity of the 
Gospel and about the teaching he 
had Riven the Corinthians during 
his 18 months 
ministry 
among 


them. .He detected signs of their 
being carried away with smooth 
and easy counsel, and with more 
glamorous but less earnest preach- 
ing than his own.

Kay would have- been tried in the 
Court, of Gc.Tcr;i! S'Wions," which 
has ample jurisdiction and tries 
cases of first degree murder in- 
volving the penalty of death. 


Kay. however, has obtained an 


order from Justice Denis O'Lcary 
Cohalan, of the Supreme court, 
transferring the trial to that tri- 
bunal. 
The Supreme court also 


has 
jurisdiction 
in 
criminal 


cases but in New York county, in 
practice, is almost exclusively a 
civil court. 


Kay obviously thought Uiat he 


would have an advantage in the 
Supreme court, otherwise, he would 
not have applied for the transfer. 
He reckoned on the possible rusti- 
ncss and unfamiliarily of Supreme 
court judges in handling criminal 
cases, and a great possibility of 
error, reversal and ultimate dis- 
missal.

Among the "good causes" ad- 


vanced by Kay was Uie fact that 
his value to the union depends on 
his "reputation for honesty and in- 
tegrity." 


Aside from the fact that he has 


no such reputation but is a notor- 
ious thug and association of gang- 
sters, and once was kicked out of 
his own union for acting as con- 
tractor nnd employer in tho heavy 
construction field, this still would 
'oe no "good cause." 
Kay said 


further that conviction would de- 
stroy his "usefulness to organized 
labor" and that the charges, there- 
fore, arc important both to him 
and to his union. This is a load- 
ed statement, for Kay has never 
been useful to labor but a para- 
site on labor. 
That the charges 


are important to Kay and the 
Union may be instantly admitted, 
but not in the sense suggested. 
Conviction 
would 
discredit Kay 


and might remove him, although 
many convicted crooks and trait- 
ors to labor have continued to hold 
union office ajul draw pay and 
graft. But it might start a reform 
nnd liberate the worker:) from 
tho dictatorship of greedy rack- 
eteers who have exploited them 
for years. 


Still no "good cause" has been 


offered except as the justice hna 
legal authority to determine in his 
own mind that anything consti- 
tutes "good cause."

Kay said Uiat every effort must 


be made to prevent 
prejudice 


against him. but offered no argu- 
ment that prejudice would exist 
in General Sessions. 
And to his 


statement that it would be neces- 


sary to examine the jurors care- 
fully as U) their vic'.vs toward him 
and organized labor. Frank S. llo- 
gan. the district attorney, argued 
in reply that the system of select- 
ing aiid examining the 
jurors 


would be the same in General Ses- 
sions and 
that 
they would be 


drawn 
from 
exactly the 
same 


sources. 


Justice Cohalan said in his or- 


der Uiat because some .newspaper 
comments had roundly condemned 
Kay, his organization, his associ- 
ates and their practices, "in that 
sense, labor itself will be on trial." 
The fact is that if Kay were con- 
victed he not labor, would be con- 
demned and labor would be a win- 
ner. 
And his statement that the 


repercussions of the trial may 
affect both labor' and capital 
in 


New York and New Jersey is 
pointif'''', b'-e-'iu-if UifKf relations 
will Ixi no less affected in the same 
way by a trial in the Supreme 
court. 


This is an extremely important 


prosecution in which labor and the 
public generally have a tremend- 
ous stake. Politicians 
are 
in- 


volved, including some Republicans 
of Wcstchcstcr county who 
re- 


ceived money from some of Kay's 
associates in the aqueduct job. It 
will bear clo.so attention.

of the noticeable contrasts be-

life in 
Britain 
and in 


America is the markedly greater 
role women of this.embattled isle 
are playing in the war effort. 


It is difficult to leave the Unit- 


ed States with the feeling that 
its feminine population is making 
the contribution toward winning 
the war of which it is capable. 


This doesn't apply, of course, 


to the hundreds of thousands of 
American women in uniform — 
whether they be the colorful garb 
of the services or the drab over- 
alls of war plants—nor to those 
who labor anonymously and with- 
out gain for the Red Cross and 
other organizations aiding fight- 
ing men overseas. 


Yet even a casual tour of the 


United States shows that in all- 
sections there is a good percent- 
age of women, both married and 
single, taking little or no part In 
the greatest military effort ever 
made by their nation. 


There is no such waste of fem- 


inine heart and muscle in Britain. 


Women here are backing their 


menfolk in the fight against the 
nazis savagely and effectively —
